Mobilizing Doctors in an Emergency 


In the event of military operations in this country, hospitals 
and first-aid posts (fixed or mobile) may be required to treat so 
many civil and military casualties (including in the latter Home 
Guards) that they will require reinforcement from practitioners 
not normally attached to them. The Ministry of Health is 
therefore laying plans for calling upon civilian practitioners 
in such an emergency. The medical officers of health of 
certain counties and county boroughs are being asked to get 
into touch with the appropriate D.D.M.S. or A.D.M.S. of the 
R.A.M.C., and with the secretaries of Local Medical War 
Committees, in order to settle so far as possible what duties 
individual practitioners would be called upon to perform. 
Normally they wculd only be asked to assist in their own 
areas. If necessary, the Ministry’s Senior Regional Officers 
will be empowered to give formal directions to practitioners 
under the Defence Regulations, but it is anticipated that this 
course will not usually be necessary. 


Medica! Attendance on Airmen and Airwomen on Leave 


The following Order- A.828 has been issued by the Air 
Ministry concerning medical attendance on airmen and _air- 
women on leave: 


1. In accordance with para. 1400 of K.R. and A.C.I. and the . 


instructions on the reverse of Form 295, it is incumbent on all 
airmen who fall sick while on leave to report, if practicable, to 
the nearest naval, military, or Air Force medical establishment 
or to a civil “hospital included under the Emergency Medical or 
Hospital Schemes of England and Wales, Scotland, or Northern 
Ireland, showing their passes. 


2. Personnel residing more than two miles from a Service medical 
establishment and unable, owing to their condition, to visit an 
Emergency Medical Service Civil Hospital although this is within 
two miles, may make application to a civilian medical practitioner, 
to whom the instructions on the reverse of Form 295 will be 
shown, and will immediately inform their unit of any such 
application. 


3. If personnel apply to a civilian medieal practitioner when it is 
practicable to apply to a medical officer of a Service medical 
establishment or to attend at an Emergency Medical Service Civil 
Hospital, they will render themselves liable for such expenses as 
may be incurred, 


4. To enable personnel to obtain the name and address of the 
appropriate Emergency Medical Service Civil Hospital nearest to 
their place of residence while on leave, arrangements have been 
made for this information to be obtained on request from officers 
in charge of local air-raid posts. 


5. The provisions of this order apply also to airwomen.

The Department of Health for Scotland and the Scottish 
Section of the British Hospitals Association have agreed on a 
scheme to attack the problem of waiting lists in Scottish 
hospitals and infirmaries. In the Government’s new emer- 
gency hospitals and annexes beds are to be made available 
for ordinary civilian patients who can properly be treated 
in a casualty hospital. Medical practitioners will refer patients 
to the hospital or infirmary where they would have been 
treated in normal circumstances, and these instiiutions will 
admit patients to their own beds where available, nominating 
other patients for admission to an appropriate casualty 
hospital. The patients will receive free treatment in casualty 
hospitals, but the voluntary hospitals through which they are 
nominated will contribute a small payment on a capitation 
basis to cover food, drugs, dressings, etc.

Supply .of Practitioners in Australia 


Sik,—With reference to the letter from Dr. Kent Hughes 
(Supplement, August 31, 1940, p. 20) concerning country 
practice in Australia at £500 per annum, | have not seen 
Sir James Barrett’s article to which he refers, so will not 
comment thereon, but Dr. Hughes is quite right. I do not 
know who he is or where he lives, but the realism in his 
letter suggests first-hand experience of recent date, and no 
other should be trusted. 

Even some Australian members of Parliament do not seem 
to understand that a country practice has overhead expenses, 
and that these vary between £300 and £400 per annum; what 
is left out of £500 to keep the family on? Petrol here is 
now 2s. 10d. per gallon; car, tyres, ether and other drugs are 
purchased at an enhanced price, and one has to add the local 
transport. House rent is about the same, but provides a much 
smaller house than the same rental would give in England.

the anomaly of the charge of 2s. 6d. per injection and the charge 
of £1 Ils. 6d. per clinic at which scores of injections may be 
given would be removed. Then the busy G.P.’s_ natural 
preference for the 2s. 6d. per injection would cease to deter 
him from co-operation in clinics, and the way would be made 
clear for G.P.s and the council here to agree that up to two 
hours of his time in his surgeries each week should be con- 
sidered as devoted to immunization (provided at least twenty 
injections were given weekly) by each G.P. in the area. In 
this way, and no other, will the desired 709, of immunized 
children in this area be attained quickly. 

Stubborn bargaining—explicit or implicit-—in matters of 
life and death is to be deplored. Cannot this reasonable 
compromise between the B.M.A. and councils of impoverished

While good food is plentiful, wages are high ; no help in thes», demonstration. Members of the Services stationed in the atea of the Branch 


house or surgery could be afforded at £500 p.a. Professional 
companionship is a rare luxury, and there can be no holidays 
in a one-man practice, Certainly not at £500 p.a., when a 
locumtenent costs 12 or 14 guineas a week and all expenses. 
1 am referring only to districts south of Perth to Albany in 
Western Australia. Conditions may be less palatable further 
north, but I will only write of what I know. 

There are some outstanding compensations. A_ beautiful 
climate with short bracing winters and a lovely though short 
spring, a hot dry summer that is nevertheless healthy—a cure 
for a delicate bronchitic child; colleagues who are most 
kindly and helpful when you do meet them, though it may 
be rarely; and patients who are friendly and generously 
appreciative. Not all of the country districts are treeless ; 
this area is beautifully wooded. Perhaps the greatest gift is 
a freedom for one’s own mind to develop its capabilities ; an 
absence of “panel papers” all day long and time to make 
original records for one’s own use: a hospital to work with 
and a trained staff in it; professional experience and a chance 
to improve on this. A high standard of general practice is 
required, and the general practitioner rises to meet the need ; 
rarely—if he cannot do this—he fails, and there is no practice, 
no matter how isolated the area. 

Anyone coming here should choose his spot carefully ; he 
must be sure of being able to earn more than £500 after his 
first year before considering any subsidy of that amount, or 
he will be in debt. Refugee doctors, in their great misfortune, 
may be willing to accept any condition that will bring food 
without dishonour ; we should not entertain the idea of adjust- 
ing our standards of living to those of the refugee—the future 
harvest of students would be ruined ; far better, and much less 
expensive, to be a railway porter, or, better still, an engine 
driver at £600 p.a.—I am, etc.,

Fees for Diphtheria Immunization 


Sir, —For more than a year. the B.M.A. scale of fees for 
injections for immunization against diphtheria has been an 
obstacle in the way of securing immunization in this area. 
Four thousand children need to be immunized here. The 
B.M.A. scale’s suggestion of a thousand pounds being payable 
for this has prevented co-operation between the council and 
the local general practitioners in getting this good work done. 
A minor correction of the B.M.A.’s scale of fees would over- 
come this difficulty. If it were stated that 2s. 6d. per injection 
should be paid when the injection is given in the child's home
